In  just  ten 
days  the  group  traveled  to  four 
countries,  competed  against  tops 
teams,  and  witnessed  first  hand  the 
beauty  of  the  Rhine  River  Valley,  the 
Cathedrals  of  Saltzburg,  and  the 
Austrian  Alps. 

The  Wrestling  Team  met  with  a 
difficult  schedule.  Completing  against 
clubs  which  have  the  advantage  of 
practicing  year-round,  the  wrestlers 
found  themselves  pitted  against  well 
trained,  highly  schooled  individuals, 
some  of  whom  are  members  of 
national  teams. 

Coach  Moore  was  impressed 
with  the  Selwyn  House  students" 
response.  "Although  the 
competition  was  tough,  they 
maintained  their  spirit  and 
detemiination."  The  spirit  of  this 
group  is  illustrated  in  their 
voluntary  training  run  up  the 
mountain  in  Saltzburg.

Another  highlight  was 
practising  in  Cologne  where 
the  athletes  trained  with  senior 
wrestlers  and  learned  Greco- 
Roman    and    Freestyle 
techniques. 

The  Hockey  Team  had  its  share 
of  new  athletic  experiences  as 
well.  Huge  ice  surfaces  (rinks 
225'  X  85'  versus  200'  x  65') 
allowed  for  faster  and  more  open 
play.  In  addition,  the  European 
teams  focus  on  offensive  skills  so 
Selwyn  faced  some  remarkably 
adept  shooters. 

The  squad  opened  against  Den 
Haag  who  had  not  lost  a  game  in 
two  years.  Despite  jet  lag,  the 
Gryphons  put  on  a  remarkable 
show  of  strength  and  won  7-2. 
The  most  difficult  match  came 
against  the  Neuss  Ice  Hockey 
Club.  Selwyn's  team  play  and 
forechecking  made  the  difference, 
and  the  Gryphons  dominated  2-0. 
Overall,  the  trip  provided  botli  teams 
with  an  opportunity  to  travel  and  to 
participate  in  the  European  sport 
system.
